Judgements of God UPON New- F'ngland; 
© So farre as we, or any of us have been 
ouilty of provoking God by any Sin 
therein diſcovered to us, We defixe from 
our hearts to bewall it before the Lord, 
and humbly ro. enireat for Pardoning 
Mercy, for the fake of the Blood of the 
Eyerlaſting Covenant. And as an Ex- 
pedient to Reformation of tho@Fvils, or 
whatſoever elſe haye provoke the Eyes 
of God's Glory among us, Wee.do free- 
ly engage and proinile, as in the Preſence 
of -God, 

Firſt, That we will ( Chriſt helping ) 
endeayour every one of us to reform our 
Heart and Life, by ſeeking to mortify all 
our Sins, and labouring to walk more 
cloſely with God than cyer y.t we have 
done z and will continue to worſhip God 
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The Covenagt. 


in Publick, Private, Secret ; and this wi- 
thout Formality or Hypocriſy : and more 
fully and faithfully than heretofore, ro 
diſcharge all Covenant-Dutyes one to 
another in Church-Communion. 
Secondly, To walk before God in our 
Houſes with a perfect Heart, and that we 
will uphold the VVorſhip of Ged therein 
continually, according as He in his Word 
doth require ; both in reſpect of Prayer, 
and reading the Sgriptures, that fo the 
VVord of God may dwell richly in us: 
And will do what jn us lyes, to bring up 
our Children for Chrift, that they may 
be ſuch, as they that have the Lord's 
Name pur upon them by a ſolemn Dedi- 
cation to God in Chriſt, oNgnt to. be. 
And will therefore ( as need ſhall be ) 
Carechiſe, Exhort, and Charge them to 
Fear the Lord ; & endeavour to ſet an ho- 
ly Example before them, and be much in 
Prayer for their Converſion and Salya- 
tion. 
Thirdly, To endeavour to be pure 
iram the Sins of the Times, eſpecially

thoſe Sins, which have been by the late 
Synod ſolemnly declared and eyidenced 
to be the Evils that haye brought the 
Judgements of God upon New- England ; 


and in our places to endeavour the ſup- 
preſſion thereof, and be careful ſo ro walk 
as that we may not give Occaſion to 0- 
thers to fin, or ſpeak evil of our holy Pro- 


feſhon, 


Now, that we may obſerve and keep 
this ſacred Coyenant, and all the Bran- 
ches of it, Inviolable for ever, We deſire 
to deny our ſelves, and depend wholly 
upon the Power of the Eternal Spirit of 
Grace, on the Free Mercy of God, and 
Merit of Chriſt Jeſus: And where we 
ſhall fail, there to wait upon the Lord 
Jeſus for Pardon, Acceptance, and Hea- 
ling for His Name's ſake. 
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
